TO ALL OFFICES: 

On most installations of machines crank handles are not sup- 
plied for hand operation. This results in an over-supply of 
these assemblies accumulating in District Offices. 

Each office should carry a sufficient number for its needs 
and the excess should be returned to Orange. 

As these parts were supplied to all offices without charge, 
they being a part of the original shipment of each machine, 
no credit can be given for the amount returned. 

V/e would greatly appreciate the cooperation of each District 
Manager inventorying this surplus and instructing his Service 
Department to forward to us promptly, any of these assemblies 
which are in excess of his needs. 

V/e would also suggest that you place this matter in your fol- 
low up file and take a similar inventory every three months. 
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
